Ceorge Henry Alderman, 91 
years old, a veteran of the Bat 
tie of Droop Mountain, explod 
ed the popular belief that the 
Confederates buried a brass 
cannon in the swamp on the 
old battlefield.

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Veterans; or nmsooro, arrived 
in Camp Price this morning to 
commemorate the Battle of 
Droop Mountain.

General McNeel visited the 
battlefield a few days after the 
battle was fought and seemed 
to think that both the Union 
and Confederates were very ex¬ 
cited during the gun-fire. Trees 
were cut down by the firing, 
but they were cut down above 
the average man's size, indi¬ 
cating that the troops were 
poor shots or they were not 
very anxious to kill their oppo¬ 
nents.
